Among his most ardent fans are Dave Matthews, who in 2000 invited Vusi to contribute to 
his multi-platinum album Everyday. Mahlasela was prominently featured in the celebrated film Amandla, and at 
Nelson Mandela’s inauguration.

Wynton Marsalis
